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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, and 9-13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 and 1 1 each recite, among other features, an anode thin film 

comprising an Sn-Ni intermetallic compound that has been heat-treated in the range of 300-550 
C This heat-treatment is considered to impart structure to the anode material, as set forth on 
page 8 and in Example 1 of the instant specification. The closest prior art, JP c 854 and Bito et 
al., do not teach or fairly suggest this heat treatment. The Kanematsu patent, previously relied 
upon as teaching a heat treatment step, has been antedated by the declaration filed on February 
15,2005.
